1 . NIGERIA'S UN AMBASSADOR LESLIE HARRIMAN MET WITH PRESS IN LAGOS

WORLD CONFERENCE FOR ACTION AGAINST APRTHEID (REFTEL). HE DESCRIBED 
THE CONFERENCE AS "ONE OF COMMITMENT AND ACTION TO ERADICATE APARTHEI

AND ADDED YOUTH AND STUDENT GROUPS TO THE LIST OF ORGANIZATIONS WHICH 
WOULD BE SENDING REPRESENTATIVES. HE ANNOUNCED THAT THE FMG IS 
ESTABLISHING AN INTER MINISTERIAL TASK FORE TO OVERSEE PRERATIONS.

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IN MEA, KOROYE IS A CAREER FOREIGH SERVICE OFFER WHO HAS SERVED 
IN WASHINGTON AND LISBON). DURING THE PRESS CONFERENCE, 

2. HARRIMAN CLAIMED THAT NIGERIA'S TRADE LINKS WITH THE 
UNITED STATES AND BRITAIN HAVE MADE IT POSSIBLE FORMAIGERIA TO 
INFLUENCE THE COURSE OF EVENTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. CITING TRADE 
FIGURES WHICH SHOWED U.S. TRADE WITH NIGERIA AND BLACK AFRICA 
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FAR EXCEEDING THAT WITH SOUTH AFRICA, HARRIMAN SAID IF AFRICAN 
COUNTRIES COULD UNITE IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO DRAW THE U.S. 

"AWAY FROM" SOUTH AFRICA. AT SAME TIME HE EXPRESSED CONFIDENCE IN 
ROLE BEING PLAYED BY AMBASSADOR YOUNG AND U.S. GOVERNMENT. 
HARRIMAN WAS CRITICAL OF BRITISH POLICY SPECIFICALLY 
MAKING REFERENCE TO VETOES IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL. 

3. THE AMBASSADOR POINTED TO THE SUCCESS OF NIGERIA'S SOUTH 
AFRICAN RELIEF FUND (SEEJLAGOS A-001 OF 1/7/77) AS INDICATIVE 

OF POPULAR SUPPORT IN AFRICA FOR THE FIGHT AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. 
(COMMENT: FMG RECENTLY ANNOUNCED THAT DONATIONS TO THE FUND N 
NOW EXCEED TEN MILLON DOLLARS). 

4. IN A RELATED DEVELOPMENT NIGERIA OBSERVED THE ANNIVERSARY 
OF SOWETO WITH A SERIES OF PUBLIC PROCESSIONS AND LECTURES LAST 
WEEK. IN AN IMPRESSIVE AND WELL RECEIVED APPEARANCE AT THE 
NIGERIAN INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS, TSIETSI MASHININI, 

A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE SOWETO STUDENT REPRESENTATIVE COUNCIL, 
SPOKE ON THE NEED FOR INDEPENDENT AFRICA TO HELP FREE AFRICANS IN 
SOUTH AFRICA BY PROVIDING MORAL AND MATERIAL ASSISTANCE. HE 
INDICATED THAT THERE ARE OTHER TEAMS CURRENTLY TRAVELLING IN AFRICA 
WITH THE SAME MESSAGE. 

NIGERIA'S HEAD OF STATES OBASANIO RECEIVED MASHININI AND HIS 
TEAM AT DODAN BARRACKS AND ASSURED THEM OF THE FMG'S FULL 
SUPPORT. THE NIGERIAN LEADER COMMENDED THE STUDENTS FOR 
HAVING MADE SOWETO "HAPPEN" AND URGED THEM TO CONTINUE THE 
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STRUGGLE. AT THE UNIVERSITY OF LAGOS, ALFRED NSO, GNERAL 
SECRETARY OF THE AFRICAN NATIONAL CONGRESS OF SOUTH AFRICA, 

MADAM LEAH MABENA, IDENTIFIED AS A WOMAN ACTIVIST FROM SOWETO, 

AND THE RESIDENT SWAPO REPRESENTATIVE IN NIGERIA MR. KAMPALA 
ADDRESSED ANOTHER GROUP WHICH HAD GATHERED TO OBSERVE THE
